Appeals for Data 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP)—The U.N. Special 
Committee on Hungary Saturday deplored the execu- 
tion of Imre Nagy and other revolutionary figures 
there and appealed to “interested governments” for in- 


formation on the case. 


Acting Chairman FE. Ronald 
Walker of Australia who read 
the committee's communique to 
reporters, told a questioner he 
presumed Hungary, the Soviet 
Union and Romania, among 
others, would have information 
of interest to the committee. 

He said the communique 
would be sent to all U.N. mem- 
bers. He added, in answer to 
another question, that the com- 
mittee had not yet decided 
whether to issue a report on the 
executions. He pointed that it 
had no power to take political 
action or make recommenda- 
tions to the General Assembly. 

The committee's 500-word 
communique was issued after a 
three-hour private meeting. The 
communique said the meeting 
“to consider the circumstances 
surrounding the recent reports 
from Moscow and Budapest” 
tha. Nagy, his Defense Minister 
Gen. Pai Maleter and two com- 
panions had been executed. The 
statement concluded: 

“The committee deplores this 
latest tragic event in which 
these men, symbols of the hope 
of a nation for freedom from 
foreign domination, were sec- 
retiy sent to death in circum- 
stances which call for full ex- 
posure, in violation of solemn 
undertakings that their persons 
would not be harmed, and in 
defiance of the judgment and 
opinion of the United Nations. 
It expresses its grave concern 
lest the end of this repression 
and killing may not yet be in 
sight.” 

The communique was approv- 
ed unanimously by the commit 
tee. 

“The execution of Imre Nagy 
and of his companions,” it said, 
“demonstrates that the oppres- 
sion of the Hungarian people 
has not abated, and that the 
reign of terror which began 
when Russian forces moved into 
Hungary early in November 
1956 continues.” 

The committee recalled that 
Hungary gave Yugoslavia the 
undertaking that Nagy would 
rot be harmed if he left asylum 
in the Budapest Yugoslav Em- 
bassy Nov. 22, 1956, after the 
uprising had failed. 

It recalled that in its report 
to the Assembly a year ago, it 
told how Nagy on leaving the 
embassy was arrested and 
taken to an unknown destina- 
tion, which Mungarian authori- 
ties later said was Romania.

Plan Overhaul 
OfPartySetup 


A plan to overhaul the Social- 
ist party structure, announced 
by the party Saturday, aime at 
giving the party greater mobil- 
tv by drawing a clear-cut line 
of division between party and 
political affairs, informed 
sources said yesterday. 

Members of the party will be 


divided into two groups—Diet- 
men's group and  actionists’ 
group. The latter will devote 


itself to winning over new met- 
bers, training them and expand- 
ing the Socialist influence in 
various strata of society. 

Another important job for the 
actionists’ group is the coliec- 
tion of more funds from party 
supporters and sympathizers 
such as trade unions and indi- 
viduals. 

The Dietmen’s group, on the 
other hand, will engage excliu- 
sively im the research and 
drafting of policies inside and 
outside of the Diet. 

The reform plan also suggests 
that major supporters of the 
Socialist Party, including the 
General Council of Japan Labor 
Unions, contribute more money 
to the party. Monetary contri- 
butions to the party by its sup- 
porters at present average 15 
sen per capita yearly. 

The plan, masterminded by 
Zengoro Shimagami, will first 
be submitted for review at a 
meeting of the actionists’ group 
Wednesday. Then it will be 
laid before a three<iay meeting 
of party leaders on July 8&8, 9, 
and 10 and finally introduced to 
a Central Committee meeting 
slated to be held in September.

Tokyo Univ. Surgeon Claims 
Success in Halting Giantism 


By The Associated Press 

A Tokyo University surgeon 
Sunday reported halting success- 
fully the giantism case of the 
man believed to be the tallest 
in Japan, 

Yoshimitsu Matsuzaka, 22, the 
boy who at 10 vears was already 
taller than his teachers, was 
2.31 meters tall (7 foot 8) and 
weighed 116 kilograms, (255 
pounds), after surgical interven- 
tion. 

Prof. Kentaro Shimizu, head 
cerebral surgeon at the univer- 
sity, sald he perfermed the 
operation three months ago. 


He said he planned to submit 
a report on what he called a 
“very rare case” to an interna- 
tional medical publication. 


Giantism is an excessive 
growth of the body due 9% 
disturbances in the function 
and growth of the anterior 


lobe of the pituitary gland. 
The anterior lobe substance 
reguiates the growth of the 
skeleton, 


The surgeon said Matsuzaka’s 
growth has stopped, there has 
been a noted increase in his 
hormones and a marked im- 
provement in his bone develop 
ment since his operation. 

Prof. Shimizu said he could 
not tell how much taller Matsu- 
zaka would have grown with- 
out surgical intervention, nor 
how long he could have lived. 

But he said in cases of giant- 
ism, the patient usually deve- 
jops various disturbances and 
dies early. 

Matsuzaka, son of a farmer in 
q mountainous region, was 
brought to Tokyo University 
hospital in February last year 
after local doctors gave Up on 
his case. He grew some 44 
inches in hospital. 

Prof. Shimizu said he 
diagnosed it a8 & Case of

Peiping Issue Stumps Kishi Gov’t

The problem of Communist 
China is hanging heavy over 
the second Kishi Cabinet, just 
as it had been predicted before 
the last general election. Yet, 
the Government has not found 
any way to solve this difficult 
issue. 

The recent statement of Chief

With Giant Dynamite Blast 


The biggest single dynamiting pro- 
ject in the history. of Japanese civil en- 
gineering was carried out last Sunday at 
the site of the Mihoro Dam now under 
construction on the upper reaches of the 
Sho River in the mountains of Gifu 
Prefecture. 

As the evacuation siren sounded 
weirdly at 10:50 a.m. about 500 scien- 
tists, newsmen and persons concerned 
with the dam construction stood by near 
a battery of cameras at a point about 
1,500 feet from the explosion site across 
a valley. 

When the detonating switch was 
thrown in at noon, dynamite charges set 
at 22 places exploded with a terrific 
roar and shattered rocks and stones 
hurtied down the mountain slopes to 
the valley bed. Engineers called it “a 
great success.” 

The man-triggered “earthquake” 
caused by the explosion was recorded by 
seismologists at 19 observation posts 
scattered in the Kinki, Chubu and Kan- 
to districts.

Normally, only 70 to 80 tons are-used in 
ordinary dam construction projects. 


The purpose of the blast was to ob- 
tain rock to be used for the construction 
of the first rock-filled dam in Japan. 
When completed, Mihoro Dam will be 
one of the world’s largest of its kind. It 
will be 425 feet high, 1,400 feet in length 
and will have a capacity for 274 million 
cubic feet of water.

Neo River Divided 
In Time of Drought 


Among many quaint and old 
customs etill preserved in 
Japan is “Bansul” (watch over 
water). This custom originated 
in 1592 tn Kitagata-nachi, west 
of Gifu City when the surround: 
ing areas suffered a long spell 
of dry weather. 


Since then the custom of 
dividing the water of the Neo 
River equally among farmers 


residing near the Itonuki River 
and the Yabukawa River at 4 
time of drought, has been in 
practice. 

Whenever there is a drought 
a request for a supply of water 
can be made to the town 
authorities by the farmers. 
Then seven foremen decide on 
a date to dam the flow of the 
stream at a point where the 
river branches. On the day about 
1000 laborers are employed 
snd «6the «seven foremen board 
a ship with a torch and lighted 
lanterns. At @ p.m. a trumpet 
blown, when the 
laborers jump into the stream 
which is about 600 feet wide 
ma 606fbel—lCi means 6 6Of)6vbbamboo 
icke and straw mats dam the 
The water then streams 
into the Yabukawa River firs‘ 
°4 hours and then the bar- 
ic turned to the other side 
so that the water flows into the 
ltonuki River for 35 hours. This 
movement is repeated while the 
drought continues. 

Thanks to this old 
ed yet effective method 
26,000 farmers of the neigh- 
borhood are spared from corm- 
plete of crops.

Toylike Train, Rusticity 
Of Kose Spa Delightful

Japan has some pretty anti- 
quated old railways here and 
there, and one of therm is cer. 
tainty the Kusekaru Pilectric 
Line which connects summer 
resort Karuizawa with ancient 
Kusatsu Spa, taking some four 
hours or so to cover the short 
distance, with a toy-size locomo- 
tive (it hardly seems proper to 
call it by such a modern sound- 
ing name) pulling its single dila- 
pidated coach through the ver- 
dant, but singularly unproduc- 
tive and therefore uninhabited 
mountain terrain. Not only are 
the locomotives and coaches of 
museum-relic quality, but each 
diminutive station along, the 
line is literally out of this Wérid, 
isolated and lonely, and just as 
toylike as the miniature train 
that passes through it at rare 
intervals during the day. 


One man seers to be the 
usual station complement at 
these stations, and he lives in 


a little shanty right next to the 
station with his family. The 
one schoolage child playing on 
the platform (this hardly seems 


to be the right word either) 
telle us that he attends school 
at a branch school where the 


total number of pupils is three, 
including himsel?. 

The station master also runs 
the little stall mext to the sta- 
tion that sells peanuts and cara- 
mels and the 1like. He will 
come running out from the sta- 
tion house to take care of cus- 
tomers; and if there are some 


passengers like us, who walk up 
the mountain path right onto 
forget 


the platform and all 


it ac- 


tually runs on the Kusakara Line, connecting Karuizawa and 
Kusatsu Spa, through a stretch of green mountain serenity. 
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about tickets, he willl walk 
to the platform and inquire 
whether you plan to take the 
next train, and inform you that 
the ticket window ts “over 
there.” It is at the other end 
of the little shanty, just a hole 
in the wall. Then he will run 
back inside to busy himseif 
selling tickets to us out the win 
dow. 

When the little “train” pulled 
in, we couldn't control our 
amusement. The locomotive 
was so small that we could ac- 
tually pat it on the head, 

It is this little line that takes 
one from Karuizawa to Kose 
station or to Nawahinata station, 
between which is located a 
charming little hot spring site 
known as Kose Onsen. There 
is only one inn, but it has been 
expanded so that it now nestles 
on both sides of the tiny, clear 
stream that runs down the nar- 
row valley. Rooms are all 
Japanese style, and nothing too 
elegant. The natural temper- 
ature of the hot spring water 
is too low and it has to be heat- 


up 


ed for the baths; but the re- 
centiy renovated baths are 
pleasant, as is the general un- 


assuming quietness of the whole 
place. 

The stream right in front is 
full of water cress, which is 
sure to make its appearance on 
the day’s menu, as is the carp 
which is raised near by. Located 
in this green mountain paradise, 
Kose Onsen is a wonderful bese 
camp for pleasant hikes to the 
neighboring Asama plateau land 
{a short cut is afforded by a 
further ride on theecaptivating 
Kusakaru Line as far as Kok- 
kyo-laira station) where wild 
azaleas, lilies-of-the-valley and 
irises bloom in profusion 
throughout the month of June.

After the relaxation was 
announced almost unexpectedly, 
canned and bottled fruit juice 
makers and growers of fruits 
for juice-making began a drive 
pe have the relaxation retract- 


The production of domestic 
beverages totals 200 million bot- 
tles a year. Imported “cola” 
therefore amount to 5 per cent 
of the total. 

The Food Agency said it re- 
laxed sales restrictions on Coca- 
Cola and Pepsi-Cola because it 
believed such a move would 
Serve to stimulate domestic 
makers of similar beverages to 
improve their products.

If I were looking over invest- 
ment opportunities for Ameri- 
can money in the Orient, I 
would be inclined to look first 
at Japan and Hongkong, Japan 
because it offers a big and 
varied field of industrial activi- 
ty and a government 
which lives up to its obligations; 
and Hongkong because it is free 
of financial and trade controls 
and has a low tax rete. 

1 would then, however, take 
a long second look at Taiwan 
and Korea, and from a slightly 
different viewpoint, the Philip- 
pines. 

Taiwanese Economy 

The Taiwan economy, both 
business and political, presents 
& good many important advan- 
tages to foreign investment— 
and a few problems. In the 
first place, Taiwan already has 
what economists call a viable 
economy. It supports itself in 
food, and has a fairly we? and 
pretty well balanced foreign 
trade. True, it exports mostly 
commercial food products. but 
fortunately has a good and long- 
term market for much of them 
in nearby Japan. 

Because subsistence living in 
Taiwan is cheap, so also is the 
cost of labor, which is good for 
industrial development, The 
average textile operator in Tai 
wan, for example, gets paid be- 
tween a third and half as much 
as in Japan, and due to cheap 
food and a semi-ropical cli- 
mate, can live about as well. 
There is plenty of water for in- 
dustry, plenty of good plant 
sites, adequate transportation, 
and to date at least enough 
electric power. 

Taiwan also has two other ad- 
vantages, not found in abund- 
ance elsewhere in the Free Ori- 
ent outside Japan and Hong- 
kong. The first is a fairly num- 
erous group of experienced 
management people from the 
China mainland. This is rare 
in underdeveloped countries, 
and results from Taiwan's uni- 
que position as the inheritor of 
many of the mainiand business- 
men who fied the Chinese Reds. 

Good Export Potential 

The other advantage in Tai- 
wan is the fact that it appears 
to have a good export potential 
in many industries. [ have 
gone over quite a few indus- 
trial costs on the island and, 
given a coherent foreign ex- 
change rate system, I would 
think that many of them would 
be quite competitive with world 
costs. This can be highly im- 
portant to the foreign investor, 
since access to a market outside 
the country in which an invest- 
ment is made lessens somewhat 
the dependence upon local poll- 
tics and adds to the bargaining 
strength of the investor. 

The Taiwan Investment Law 
is quite reasonable, and very 
similar to the Japanese law. 
providing for convertibility to 
hard money only two years 
after sale of an investment, and 
then only at a rate of 15 per 
cent per year. The convertibil- 


ity of dividends also is limited 
to 15 per cent of the original 
investment per year. Royalty 
convertibility is not limited by 
law. 

The normal tax rate on cor- 
porate earnings in Taiwan is 
only about half the rate in 
Japan, and the tax on dividends 
and royalties paid to a foreign 
investor is also a good deal 
lower than the same tax in 
Japan. Finally, Taiwan is much 
interested in development, and

The Free China Govern 
ment in Taiwan is determinedly 
anti-Red China, and will exert 
economic pressu". on Japan to 
keep Japan away from political 
recognition of Red China. Other- 
wise, however, the Free Chinese 
jovernment shows no rancor 
against Japan whatever. 
Exchange Rate System 

Handicapping investment in 
Taiwan, and particularly that 
by Americans and Europeans, is 
the disadvantageous system of 
exchange rates, and the horribly 
complex commodity licensing 
system. 

This is being officially chang- 
ed somewhat, but to date for- 
eign affiliated industry, import- 
ing raw materials and export- 
ing a product, would have an al- 
most Impossible task of plan- 
ning production In a cost sense. 

Since few American firms, at 
least, would be willing to em- 
bark on an industrial operation 
without a clear cost picture, the 
investment potential of Taiwan 
cannot be fully explored until 
the exchange and licensing sys- 
tem is cleared and simplified in 
practice. 

Korean Needs 

Of all of the countries of the 
Orient, Korea has probably the 
greatest felt need for foreign 
investment. The southern half 
of Korea has about as few na- 
tural resources as any country 
of the Orient, and about as 
tough a trade problem. It 
needs capital investment in 
practically every field, includ- 
ing utilities, transportation, 
communication, and, above all, 
manufacturing to cut down the 
dependence on foreign import- 
ed products which the economy 
by itself cannot afford. 

Offsetting the lack of other 
resources and small trade po 
tential, Korea has only the Ko- 
reans themselves, which as a 
matter of fact is a factor which 
can go a long way in balancing 
a lack of natural wealth. Ko- 
reans have little experience in 
industry, either technical or 
managerial. On the other hand, 
they are a tough, hard headed 
people who waste little time 
feeling sorry for themselves, 
and are not waiting to find pie 
in the sky via any magic politi- 
cal formula. South Korea 
fought a bitter war against the 
Communists and there certain- 
ly is no toleration for or belief 
in anything Communist in the 
country at present. There also 
is little or none of the vague 
drift toward government social- 
ism which exists in so many of 
the other undeveloped coun- 
tries. Koreans have learned 
that they have to work for 
what they get, and they are 
willing to work. 

I suspect that the average 
American firm looking for a 


foreign investment affiliation 
might well find this sort of 
general atmosphere more at- 


tractive than the mineral or 
other wealth which occurs in 
some other areas, but where the 
personal feeling of the popuia- 
tion and the government is to 
wait for some sort of political 
miracie to get things going. 
Koreans are rugged individu- 
alists and not noted for their 
willingness to work harmonious- 
ly together. Neither are Ameri- 
cans for that matter, however, 
and I would imagine that if a

America Oriented 

While the Korean economy 
could also benefit from Japa- 
mese technical and ial 
investment, the hangover from 
empire is too great for anything 
of the sort to happen. For bet 
ter of worse I would consider 
Korea to be America oriented 
insofar as foreign business con- 
nection is concerned, and what 
investment comes to Korea will 
come from America. 

To attract , the Korean As- 
sembly is at present consider- 
ing a draft investment lw 
which will probably be passed 
this summer somewhat as draft- 
ed. It is reasonable and not 
too different from that of Japan. 
It provides a two-year waiting 
period for dollar convertibility 
of the proceeds of sale of in- 
vestment and thereafter a !imit- 
ed amount per year.

Korean taxes on corporate 
earnings are not at all exces 
sive, and like Taiwan are much 


lower than similar taxes in 
Japan. At present the rates 


average 30 per cent, but action 
is pending to lower than to 
about 20 per cent.

Delinquents Dragnet 
In-a 48-hour sweep through Tokyo's leading amuse 
ment centers last week, the police rounded up 1,223 juvenile 
delinquents. This was more than half the total apprehend- 
ed throughout the entire summer last year. 


Thus it would seem to be 


indicated that the delinquen- 


cy rate is increasing enormously. 

To some extent at least that conclusion may be valid. 
But it must be kept in mind that the statistics are bound 
to rise when we go out looking for the bad boys and girls. 
And for every one that is found how many others must 


there be? 


Statistics, though, are only good for reference points. 
They prove in this case that we have only begun to tap the 
surface of an increasingly serious problem. 

Can we say anything more than that—to provide a pic- 
ture of the situation—was provided by last week's round- 


up? 


Here is the critical point. 


These youngsters are not ordinary criminals, and 
rather than treat them as such it would be far better to 


leave them alone. e 


We wonder how they reacted to being taken into cus- 
tody by the police. Technically they were not arrested. but 
in their impressionable minds many of them probably 


thought they were. 


And they may have regarded the lec- 


turing they were subjected to as pure punishment. 

It's a very delicate business handling youths like this. 
Unless they are treated with care and kindness, the whole 
purpose of apprehending them will be defeated. Trained 
Social councilors are required for such a task. 

We are not opposed to this direct approach to juvenile 
delinquency, as one of the several ways of meeting the 


problem, so long as it is done wisely. 


At the same time, 


the idea Suggests itself that an approach ought to be made 
to proprietors of places like all-night coffee shops who pro- 
vide the setting and props for delinquency. 


Weekly News Review 


Kishi’s Diet Speech and Opposition Reaction Civen Full Play 


The Diet, after a brief week- 
end recess, resumed its session 
Tuesday with a formal cere 
mony in the presence of the 
Emperor and heard the admin- 
istrative policy speech by Prime 


Minister Kiehl, who had corm 
pleted organization of his 
sccond Administration in the 
meantime. 


In hie speech, Kishi touched 
upon current political problems 
all round, In the usual manner 
which prese observers thought 
“perfunctory” but most prime 
ministers preferred in the past. 

His main pointe were (1) pro 
tection of democracy from the 
activities of extreme leftists and 
extreme richtists, (2) the besic- 
ally same iine of foreign policy 
as before, (2%) more efforts for 
total banning of nuclear weap- 
ona, (4) promotion of trade 
and cultural exchanges with 
Communist China as far as is 
possible under the present cir- 
cumstances, (5) expansion of 
exports and (6) tax reduction 
and other measures for people's 
welfare. 

— 

One rather puzzling phrase in 
his speech was “the ideal of 
welfare atate.” Despite the 
dwindling birth rate, the supply 
of labor ts expanding and full 
employment, even if it is corn. 
sidered as an ideal, seems to be 
escaping further from the reach 
of Japan, as far as the near 
future ie concerned. 


Points of Opposition 

Main points made by Oppost 
tion leader Mosaburo Suzuki 
and other Socialists in sul 
sequent interpellations were 
(1) “need” for a U5,Japan 
agreement to keep off nuciear 
weapons from Japan including 
Okinawa, (2) “suppression” of 
labor movement by the Govern- 
ment and police “interference” 
with the Postal Workers Union 
and the Japan Teachers Union 
and (3) more active efforts for 
trade with Communist China, 

In answer to an interpeliator,

His visit was provisionally ex- 
pected late in July or early in 
August. 

in lieu of a formal foreign 
policy speech, Fujiyama made 
a brief 16-minute report to the 
Lower House Foreign Affairs 
Committee Friday.

The Ghostly Parade 


Ranks of Soviet Political Victims Grow

LONDON—The secret trial 
and execution of former Hun- 
garian “freedom Premier” 
Imre Nagy and his top revolu- 
tionary aides has shocked the 
world, 


Yet the ghostly ranks of 
Seviet political victims they 
joined in death run into un- 
tabulated tens of thousanda, 

There were days in the late 
1930s when machinegun squads 
worked day and night mowing 
down the victims of Stalin's 
purges im the grey courtyard 
of Moscow's Lubianka Jail. 


In four years from 1934 to 
1938 an estimated 40,000 were 
executed so that Stalin could 
rule on in his paranoia. Other 
thousands died in the slave 
camps of Siberia, 

The old guard of Bolsheviks 
vanished in the wave of ter 
ror, Whole government depart- 
ments ceased to operate because 
the kev men were gone. 

And it did not end completely 
with the death of Stalin in 
February 1953, 

It was months after 
death of Stalin that former 
Secret Police Chief Lavrenti 
Beria and six of his leutenants 


the 


were tried and executed in 
December 1053. 

A vear later Victor S 
Abakumov and three other 
Beria men were tried and ex- 


ecuted as Beria accomplices. 

The year after that five 
Georgian police officials met the 
same fate for the same reasons 
and in April 1956, it was the 
turn of Mikhall Bagirov, former 
President of the Soviet Azer- 
baijan Republic and three of 
his aides. 

All died in connection with 
the relentiess struggle for power 
in Communist Ruesia. 


Started by Stalin 


To the ranks of the tens of 
thousands executed could be 
added the millions of Soviet 
citizens who died in the famine 
of 1992-33, when Stalin was 
forcing collective farming on 
the luckless Ukrainian peasants, 


The wave of purges and mass 
executions which built up to 
the climax of 1938 was started 
by Stalin in the middle 1920s. 

That was when Stalin was 
struggling to become a dictator, 
after the death of Lenin in 1924. 

The early purges came in 


waves. Stalin allied himself 
with successive factions to 
wipe out opposition groups 
until finally all his enemies 
were vanquished and Stalin 


ruled alone. 

First to go was Leon Trotsky 
and his left-wing group. Stalin 
lined up with Grigory Zinoviev 
and Lev Kamenev to rout them. 
Trotsky was sent into exile and 
later was murdered in Mexico. 

Then Stalin joined up with 
Nikolal Bukharin and other 
right-wing leaders to smash 
Zinoviev and Kamenev. And as 
the decade closed he turned on 
Bukharin and his supporters 
and destroyed them. 

But Stalin really got down 
to business in 1934 when 
Sergei Kirov was assassinated 
in his office. 

Kirov was Stalin’s favorite, 
his touted successor and chief 
of Leningrad, Russia’s second 
city. 


Crime of Passion 


Kirov was shot dead 
emerged from his office. 

Later, it turned out that the 
assassin was the husband of 
attractive Katya Nicolayev, 
Kirov’s secretary and potorious- 
ly his mistress. 

It was clearlv a crime of 
passion. But that did not stop 
Stalin who launched on a four- 
year blood bath on the pretext 
of avenging Kirov'’s “political 
assassination.” 

Before the vengeance purge 
ended, 16 of the 21 members of 
Russia's top-ranking Council of 
Commissars were killed or 
banished. Thirty-eight of the 
Communist Party Central Com- 
mittee’s 71 members were exiled 
or shot. So were 75 per cent 
of Russia's diplomatic service, 
eight army commanders and 14 
Presidents or Premiers of the 
Soviet Republics. 

The first victims of the purge 
were those immediately linked 
with Kirov’s death. 

The six men guarding Kirov’'s 


as he 


office and the Leningrad chief 
of secret pouce were lined up 
and shot. 


So were 117 others, including 
the storekeeper who sold the 
gun to the assassin, the assas- 
sin's laundress and all his 
friends and acquaintances. 


Then there followed a caim 
of 18 months. It erupted in the 
series of four major trials. 
Three were pubiic trials in 
1936, 1937 and 1938. The fourth, 
a secret trial, was held iv 1957. 

The 1936 trial, first of the 
notorious “show trials” charged 
Zinoviev, Kamenev and 14 
other top party leaders with 
“complicity in the murder of 
Kirov.” 

All the accused were veteran 
revolutionaries. They all plead- 
ed guilty to a wide range of 
crimes, ranging from treason to 
corruption, and they all died 
before a firing squad. 


Next Salvo 


The next salvo came with the 
second show trial on Jan. 3, 
1937. 

The 17 “traitors” on trial in- 
cluded Soviet industry master- 
mind Piatakov and ‘Stalin's old 
crony Muralov. They all again 
pleaded guilty to various crimes 
and asked for the maximum 
penalty. 


Then on June 12, 1937, Mos- 
cow Radio announced that Mar- 
shal Mikhail Tukhachevsky, Red 
Army chief of staff, and seven 
of his chief commanders, had 
been court-martialed in secret 
and executed the night before. 

Tukhachevsky was the world's 
youngest marshal and one of 
Russia’s most brilliant strate 
gists. He and his officers were 
charged with selling secrets to 


Hitler and plotting with the 
Nazis. 


The trial was engineered by 
OGPU chief Henry Yagoda and 
it was the dreaded Secret Police 
chief's final coup. He was oust- 
ed eight months later and exe- 
cuted in 1938. 


When Yagoda was fired, he 
was replaced by a dwarflike 
man named Mikhail Yezhof. 

It was the signal for the 
series of organized trials to 
turn into a wave of slaughter. 

The OGPU Secret Police start- 
ed acting without question on 
denunciations pouring in from 
all sides. To save their own 
skins, citizen denounced citizen 
on the slightest pretext. 

Thousands simply vanished 
from their homes. The firing 
squads in the Lublanka Prison 
worked almost nonstop and 
whole trainioads of men and 
women went to exile in Siberia. 

The wave of Yezhof terror 
climaxed with the third of the 
— “show trials” in March 


Maia Charge 

Former OGPU chief Yagoda 
was charged with plotting to 
kill Yezhof. Into court with 
Yagoda went the last independ- 
ents of the Bolshevik old guard. 
They included such men as 
Bukharin, former head of the 
Cominform, Rykof, a friend of 
Lenin, and deputy commissar 
of foreign affairs, Krestinsky. 

Among the 22 defendants at 
the 1938 trial were distinguish- 
ed physicians and 14 chiefs of 
Soviet republics. 

The main charge against them 
all was that of “sabotaging the 
five-year plan and plotting the 
overthrow of the Government 
with the aid of foreign powers.” 

The prosecutor was Andrei 
Vishinsky, later famed as the 
maestro of “niet” in his role 
as Soviet chief of the United 
Nations, and Stalin himself 
watched the whole proceedings 
from behind a dark screen at 
the end of the courtroom. 

All but two of the accused 
were executed. But the trial 
also signaled the end for OGPU 
chief Yezhof, 

Within the year Yezhof was 
replaced by Lavrenti Beria. One 
of the new OGPU chief's first 
acts was to charge Yezhof with 
“needless atrocities” and Yezhof 
was never seen again. 

That ended the great purge 
and Russia moved in to World 
War Il. So far there has not 
been a purge to beat it. But in 
Russia the basic elements live 
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
